That deponent did render him reany and 
essential services, and a great degree ef 
vintimacy subsisted between her and the 
-prosecutor’s said father, to whom she 
also rendered many services, and with 
-whom she was iu (he habit of correspond.

she by this meaus became possessed of a 
great number of his letters, and which 
‘Tetters were afterwards, on occasion of a 
“certain investigation, submitted tò a Select

Mitchell then, ih a very low voice, 
saïd, that he had not printed the“work for 
the sake of any emolumènt, as'he“ hiad not 
received a single shilling for his trouble.

The Arrorser-GeNeran observed,
